Thel dismissal of several suits, the 
argument of two demurrers and the 
tiling of many papers in other suits 
marked the opening of the November* 
term of court today.

MORE STRICT POLICY LIKELY 


Mexicans Will be Told Conference 


Must Close if Obstructive 


Tactics Continue.

While Slight Decrease Was Apparent 


Last Week, Epidemic Seems 


Worse at This Time. 


OLDER CHILDREN AFFLICTED 


The epidemic of measles in this 
city continues to hurt the school at­ 
tendance. and while the number of 
eases decreased slightly last week, 
a large number of new eases have 
developed. 
Thus far 
this month 
there have been 200 eases reported to 
the city board of health . 


The primary grades in the sehi >’ 
which were first hit by the ’epidemic, 
have about recovered, but now manv 
of the older pupils have the disease. 
This is true in the Jackson school. 
Tn this school the upper grade chil­ 
dren now 
have the disease. 
This 
condition, however, exists only in a 
small way in the Graham Annex. To­ 
day only nine pupils were present in 
the first grade, whereas the normal 
attendance is forty. 
Tn most instances the disease is in 
a light form. The only serious cases 
reported are whore the patients have 
contracted pneumonia or some com­ 
plication.

18,500,000 pounds of. seed.

we imported only 4,000,000 pounds. 
The European war which shut Ger- 
many off from the market for her su- 
gar, gave us a market that revived 
the industry.
